The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  organized  with  the 
following  officers:

meeting  every  Monday  with  the  local  administrator  to 
review  the  administration  of  all  five  categories  of  Public 
Assistance  -  Old  Age  Assistance,  Medical  Assistance  for 
the  Aged,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  Assist¬ 
ance,  and  General  Relief. 

The  Public  Welfare  Department  completed  the  year 
of  1962  with  balances  in  all  appropriations  except  that  of 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  returned  a  total  of  $13,245.96  of 
town  funds.  This  amount  plus  the  reimbursement  from 
the  State  on  all  categories  totals  $44,090.80  to  be  credited 
to  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

There  has  been  an  additional  amount  of  revenue  that 
has  been  collected  from  legal  liabilities  required  in  Old 
Age  Assistance  cases  -  that  amount  was  $4,773.45  and  was 
figured  as  a  resource  when  computing  recipient  payments. 
A  total  of  $908.06  was  received  from  other  cities  and 
towns  in  payment  for  assistance  granted  to  persons  not 
having  Merrimac  settlements  and  $615.25  paid  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  Welfare  assistance 
payments  to  unsettled  cases. 

A  recovery  was  made  in  1962  of  $7,040.00  on  the 
sale  of  two  pieces  of  property.  A  total  of  $875.0*0  was  al¬ 
so  collected  from  deserting  parents  of  families  being  aided 
under  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  category.  There 
has  also  been  a  substantial  increase  in  Federal  Reimburse¬ 
ments  this  year  that  will  go  into  the  revolving  fund. 
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We  therefore,  feel  that  with  all  this  in  mind  we  will 
be  justified  in  cutting-  our  budget  for  the  year  1963.  The 
appropriation  requested  by  the  Welfare  Department  for 
1963  totals  $64,000.00  which  is  $19,720.00  less  than 
appropriated  for  1962. 

We  would  like  to  comment  that  these  savings  were 
not  made  at  the  expense  of  the  recipients.  Each  and 
every  one  of  them  got  individual  attention  both  as  to  their 
personal  problems  and  their  physical  well  being  and 
every  effort  was  made  to  extend  to  them  every  service 
that  was  available. 

The  four  assistance  categories  that  are  largely 
supported  by  Federal  and  State  Funds  are  administered  by 
the  local  Welfare  Agency,  but  are  under  the  supervision 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Eligibility 
requirements  are  established  by  the  Federal  and  State

legislation  and  these  laws  and  regulations  must  be  com¬ 
plied  with  when  processing  all  applications  for  assistance. 
This  is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  all  reimbursements  due 
the  town.  We  are,  therefore,  submitting  the  following 
report  to  give  the  townspeople  a  better  understanding  of 
their  Welfare  Department. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  Officials 
and  other  citizens  who  have  been  of  assistance  to  us,  for 
their  kind  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

Approximately  twenty  meetings  were  held  by  the 
Merrimac  Planning  Board  in  1962.  Many  routine  plans 
were  processed  and  O.  K.’d, 

The  major  development  problem  of  the  year  was 
presented  by  the  proposed  Ruth  Chalifour  development  on 
West  Main  Street.  This  was  interrupted  by  the  taking  of 
the  land  for  the  Route  No.  495  right  of  way  on  March  9, 
1962. 

Of  greatest  interest  and  potential  benefit  to  the  town 
was  the  selection,  after  listening  to  five  proposals,  of  the 
firm  of  Charles  Downe  to  formulate  the  Master  Plan  for 
the  Town  of  Merrimac.  The  money  for  this  project  was 
appropriated  by  the  town  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
after  an  explanatory  hearing  on  February  7,  1962. 

Late  in  the  year  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  two 
proposals  for  changes  in  the  zoning  laws.  The  Planning 
Board  recommended  to  hold  in  abeyance  any  change  in 
zoning  to  allow  tenting  and  camping  trailers  for  the 
reason  that  recommendations  by  our  Master  Plan  consult¬ 
ant  may  lead  to  a  much  more  profitable  use  for  the  land 
owners  and  the  town.  The  Board  believed  the  erection  of 
a  Professional  office  building  to  be  of  benefit  to  our  tax 
base  and  so  recommended  a  change  in  the  by  laws  to 
allow  this. 

The  Master  Plan  is  now  approved  and  ready  for  our 
consultant  to  start. 

The  Board  will  endeavor  to  continue  a  policy  design¬ 
ed  to  encourage  sound  growth  in  the  Town  of  Merrimac, 
consistent  with  its’  character  as  a  desirable  residential 
town.

This  park  was  designed  and  erected  by 
Mr.  Maurice  Carey,  chairman  of  the  playground  commis¬ 
sion.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Merrimac  for  the  fiscal  year 
1961,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 
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The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex¬ 
amined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
records  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s 
office  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  and 
with  the  records  of  the  departmental  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  while  the  recorded  disbursements  were  checked 
with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  records  of  pay¬ 
ments  by  the  treasurer. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  listed  from  the 
town  clerk’s  record  of  town  meetings,  and  the  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund  authorized  by  the  finance  committee, 
were  checked  with  the  appropriation  accounts  in  the 
town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary 
adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  shov/ing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as 
of  December  31,  1961. 

The  books:  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  of  payments  to 
the  treasurer  by  the  several  departments  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  the  town  received  money,  while  the 
recorded  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s 
warrants  and  with  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
February  15,  1962  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in 
which  town  funds  are  deposited,  by  examination  of  the 
savings  bank  books,  by  verification  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Bills,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 
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The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  in¬ 
terest  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  fall¬ 
ing  due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in 
the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
listed  The  income  was  proved,  and  all  transactions  and 
balances  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  books  of 
the  town  accountant. 

The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  listed  from  the  records  of  the  treasurer,  and  all 
transactions  pertaining  thereto  were  verified,  including  a 
comparison  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  deductions  from  employees’  salaries 
for  Federal  and  State  taxes  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  payments  to  the  Director  of  Internal  Revenue  and  to 
the  State  were  verified,  and  the  balances  remaining  in  the 
general  treasury  were  proved  with  the  respective  ledger 
accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  and  excise  outstanding 
according  to  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all 
subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  reconciled 
with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection. 

The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accountant’s  books, 
the  abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the 
assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  and 
water  departments  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
records  of  charges  were  analyzed,  the  recorded  receipts 
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were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and 
with  the  accountant’s  books,  the  discounts  were  checked 
with  the  departmental  records  of  discounts  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
accountant’s  ledger. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise, 
municipal  light,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the 
selectmen,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  health,  school,  library, 
and  cemetery  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments 
in  which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town 
treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the 
several  departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s 
and  town  clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax 
title,  tax  possession,  and  departmental  accounts,  together 
with  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of 
the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

On  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to 
express  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  which  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  all  town  officials  while  engaged  in  making 
the  audit.

October  1  of  that  year.  *  For  the  purpose  of  this  para¬ 
graph,  amortization  costs  shall  include  all  expenses  in 
the  nature  of  capital  outlay  such  as  the  cost  of  acquiring 
land,  the  cost  of  constructing,  reconstructing,  and  add¬ 
ing  to  buildings,  and  the  cost  of  remodeling  or  making 
extraordinary  repairs  to  a  school  building  or  buildings, 
including  without  limitation  the  cost  of  the  original 
equipment  and  furnishings  for  such  buildings  or  addi¬ 
tions,  plans,  architects’  and  consultants’  fees,  grading 
and  other  costs  incidental  to  placing  school  buildings  or 
additions  and  related  premises  in  operating  condition  ;

REPORT  OF  THE  MERRIMAC  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

1962 


To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1962.  As  you  know,  your  Committee  super¬ 
vises  the  elementary  grades  within  the  town  and  three  of 
its  members  serve  on  the  Pentucket  Regional  School 
Committee.  At  the  present  time  there  are  466  pupils  in 
grades  1-6  and  331  in  grades  7-12  with  11  students  at  the 
Vocational  Trade  School  in  Haverhill  and  one  in  a  Haver¬ 
hill  Special  Education  class. 


PUPIL  HOUSING 


During  the  past  two  years  the  Pentucket  Regional 
School  Committee  has  been  wrestling  with  the  problem  of 
additional  housing.  The  need  for  more  pupil  space  is  well 
established.  The  school,  originally  erected  to  house  800 
pupils,  now  has  944  pupils.  It  is  now  expected  that  be¬ 
tween  1040  and  1100  pupils  will  be  in  attendance  in  the 
fall  of  1963.  Present  planning  calls  for  some  type  of 
platooning  this  fall.  The  shortcomings  of  platooning  are 
well-known  and  will  not  be  reviewed  here. 

The  efforts  of  the  Pentucket  Committee  to  secure 
additional  pupil  housing  have  been  slowed  by  the  problem 
of  cost  distribution.  The  favorable  vote  of  the  three 
towns,  in  December,  to  put  operational  costs  on  a  per 
pupil  basis  by  1965  has  augured  well  for  future  planning. 
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On  the  elementary  level  in  Merrimac  we  are  now  using 
all  the  available  classrooms.  Although  present  conditions 
do  not  indicate  any  need  for  classrooms  this  year,  any 
shifting  of  grade  distributions  could  create  classroom 
shortages.  It  would  be  well  for  the  community  to  begin  a 
study  of  additional  facilities  before  the  need  is  pressing  or 
platooning  be  made  compulsory. 


EDUCATIONAL  PROBLEMS 


In  addition  to  our  housing  needs,  we  are  conscious  of 
the  many  controversies  involved  with  the  education  of  our 
children.  The  problems  involve  such  questions  as  how 
much  education  for  each  child  -  what  type  of  education  - 
should  every  child  be  exposed  to  the  same  amount  and 
type  of  learning  -  should  more  emphasis  be  placed  upon 
the  academic  studies  -  how  much  emphasis  on  citizenship, 
as  well  as  others. 

Our  aim  has  been  to  provide  basic  studies  to  all  our 
children  according  to  their  ability  to  learn.  Reading,  writ¬ 
ing  and  arithmetic,  as  always,  receive  the  most  emphasis 
on  the  elementary  level.  The  child  is  allowed  to  explore 
his  abilities  in  the  junior  high  school  and  continue  the 
basic  skills.  At  the  secondary  level  the  child  continues  to 
build  on  the  elementary  skills.  Although  the  entire 
secondary  educational  program  is,  to  some  extent 
general,  students  can  pursue  subjects  of  interest,  in  depth. 
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In  trying  to  educate  our  children,  we  realize  that  a 
more  appropriate  type  of  secondary  program  will  have  to 
evolve  for  some  children.  The  academic  learnings,  though 
partially  supplemented  by  vocational  type  courses,  are  not 
sufficient  for  the  40  -  50  per  cent  of  our  students  who  do 
not  continue  their  education  beyond  the  twelfth  grade. 
This  is  probably  the  area  of  our  country’s  greatest  educa¬ 
tional  challenge.
